DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



IRELAND. 
Dublin, Oct. 29. — Marquis Headfort 
has refused to reduoe this routs in County 
Cavan, The tenants have accordingly 
resolved unanimously - to refuse to pay- 
rents at tho present rate, and each will 
■ubsoribe a shilling for every acre he oc- 
cupies towards a defense fund to bo used 
to prevent their eviction. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 29. — Advices from Bra- 
lia, Roumelia, say that feverish prepara- 
tions for war are being made in southern 
Russia. A number of ironclads are ex- 
peoted at Sebastopool. Several transports 
are riding at anchor In the harbor of 
Odessa and torpedo boats are leaving Se- 
bastopool for Varna. 

London, Oct. 28. — Tho Standard says: 
A report telegraphed from Berlin that 
Germany is willing to seo Prince Alexan- 
der back on the Bulgarian throne is dis- 
credited. In some of the tory clubs re- 
ports of a renewed understanding be- 
tween England and Germany on tho col- 
onial quebtion, based on the acceptance 
by Germany of Queen Victoria's nominee 
for Bulgaria, is again put into circulation. 
In these matters it is ineihtod that Church- 
ill has effected closer relations between 
England and Germany than have been 
known since the days of Waterloo, and 
he ia daily communicating through the 
foreign office with Berlin. 

Advices were received late last night 
from various continental capitals, con-, 
firming the report that a party is in course 
of formation to proclaim East Roumelia 
and Bulgaria a republic. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Oct. 20. — England's concilia- 
tory attitude in the Eist Africa delimita- 
tions ia believed to be due to a desire on 
her part for Germany's consent to the 
British occupation of Zululand. 

UNITED STATES. 

Keyesville. (Mo ) Oct. 29 — At Forest 
Green last night a colored woman locked 
her three children and two others in her 
house and went to church. The house 
took fire from a lamp and four of the 
children were burned to death and the 
fifth will probably die. 

Omaha, Oct. 29 — Michael Davitt is in 
receipt of a telegram, whioh urgently re- 
quests his presence In Ireland as soon as 
practicable. His lecture tour will there- 
fore oloso by the end of November. 

New York, Oot. 23, — Do L>;ssop» says 
of the Panmna banal': "Work is going on 
constantly — as fast as possible, We have 
a vast amount of machinery and material 
on the isthmus; everything, in fact, that 
is necessary for pushing on the work 
The whole lino is surveyed and p'anned 
oat, and overy section and part of it is 
already in the hinds of contractors, each 
of whom is under obligations to finish the 
amount of work contracted for within a 
given time. It will be finished in three 
years. 

Pobtioe, Wis., Oot. 29.— The work of 
identifying the dead is progressing slowly. 
The body of a man whose logs and arms 
had been buruod off, and whose distorted 
faoo bore evidence that terrible agony hud 
been suffered, wns identified att Louis 
Brinkor. Tho body of Etnil Woitorsdorf 
was found under a pile of rods and trusses. 
His bead was bnrned to a cindor and every 
particle of olothing had bean destroyed. 
The remains wero identified by a ring on 
his finger. The bodies of tho sisters of 
chatty were found close together. One 
was in a kneeling posture, as though death 
had overtaken her whilo praying. The 
body of a man who is supposed to bo Wal- 
ter Scott was removiid from under a seat. 
His name was writton on his collar, which, 
strange to say, had not been touohed. 

Bt. Loois, Oct. 29. — Frothingham, the 
Adams Express mossr-ngor whoso car was 
jobbed last Monday night, is still in the 
city and has not yet been arrested, although 
be is aooompaniod overywho.-a he goes by a 
detective, Ho was iu close connection with 
the officers of the company this morning, 
and it was given out that ho was assisting 
them in getting a oluo to tho identity of the 
robbor. It iB boliovod, however, that ho is 
being carefully examined by the detootivos 
apd that tho stories told by him at different 
tJuiCB are being compared with a viow to 
finding inconsistencies and obtaining evi- 
donco that he wim accessory to the robbery. 
The suspicion is expressed that sovoral 
employes of the eipress and railroad com- 
j»ante« oorofully planned tho robUry with 



the knowledge of Frothiugbam and divided 
the money between them. It wus stated at 
first that the amouut stolen wns slightly in 
excess of $611,000, but claims have already 
beon presented to tho company which swell 
the amount to $81,000; Tho majority of 
those claims have boon settled and as soon 
as tho others are proved thoy will be paid. 

Nbw Youk, Oct. 28.— T. P. O'Connor's 
Loudon cable to tho Star says: Important 
discoveries have been mado seriously com- 
promising Mrs. Ashton Dilke in the divorco 
proceedings brought against Sir Charles 
Dilke, The discoveries were mado by. an 
independent committeo of investigation. 
The opinion of the committee generally is, 
so far astheiuquiry hasgone.that Sir Charles 
Dilko has placed iu their possession evidence 
going for to establish his defense; that the 
whole story told iu court was falso, created 
for the purpose of ruining tho co-respond- 
ent. It seems probable now that the report 
of the committee will be substantially that 
the accusations aguiust Sir Charles were 
trumped up. 

St. 1'ai. i,, Oct 28. —The Globe has tho 
following stitement from Bishop Whipple 
in relation to the rail way accident: "A 
freight train reached Rio about twenty 
minutes before the limited train, which 
was wrecked," said Bishop Whipple, "and 
the switoh had b>aeii loft open. Our train 
was going at the rate of forty-five miles 
an hour, so train officials said, and tho 
courage and bravery of tho engineer can- 
not be praised too highly. Ho stayed 
with thu engine, and I never knew an 
automatic brake Bot as quickly and 
atron^'y as that ono wis. Our train was 
Composed of thu engine, mail und bag- 
tf»ge car, and couch and three sleepers. 
All except tho sleepers went off tho track 
a id took tire immediately. I was in the 
first sloeper and had a bi rth in the end, 
n".\t tho -day conch Mr. McGinnis, of 
Morris, was in tho berth opposite me. 
The iiiBtant of tho t-hock ho sprang from 
the borth and ran to tho front end of the 
cir, but it was impossible to gat out at 
that end, for it had telescoped. I rtiahod 
back and cried out, 'C.mo and holpmo 
Bavo these people, who are being burned 
to death.' I had been awake but a few 
minutes before, and had looked at my 
watch; it was 12:30 o'clock. I followed 
McGinnis in my stocking feet. Ho ran 
faster than I, and when I came to tho 
burning coaUh he had taken two children 
from a woman in the roar end of tho 
coach. She said her name was Sohover, 
of Winona, and asked him to save her 
childreu, for tho father was living. We 
both tried to lift tho woman from the car, 
but we could not, for she was wodged in 
beneath a broken seat. A moment after 
we reaohed her her dress took tiro and Mie 
fainted and was burned to death before 
our eyes. 

There was comparatively little sorenm- 
ing coming from tho car, but there was 
rather a low moan of suffering. I believe 
that most of those who perished wero 
killed outright. The car was telescoped 
at both ends. Mr. Ames, who was on 
the train, saw the passengers in that 
coach, and so did my wife, and they think 
there were seventeen. There wero two 
■Sisters of Charity who boarded tho train 
and were bound for Winona; there were 
a mother and daughter, whoso names are 
unknown; three young men, a middle 
aged man, Mrs. Schorer, her mother and 
her children, a man that got on at Colum- 
bus, two men who boarded the car at 
Watertiwn Junction, and Mr. Clarke, 
who climbed out at tho top. Ho and tho 
childron were saved; tho othori wjre 
burned to death. 

In about an hour and a half Mr. 
Collins, superintendent of that division, 
arrived from Milwaukee, and Philip 
Lmgley and Mr. Boyden, of tho com 
polity, wore on tho train, and everything 
was done that could bo done f> r the com- 
fort of tho passengers who wero left. The 
ladies on tho train were especially kind iu 
caring for the two motherless children. 
One was a littlogirl about four yoara old, 
and the other a baby, a little boy. Tho 
passengers in the sleeping cars had Bomo 
Blight bruiueB, but none were seriously 
hurt."

THE HUMUliED DISSOLUTION. 

There would soera to be some gronnda 
for the currout rumor that parliament 
will be dissolved before the opening of 
the new year, and writs isaued at moe 
for a general election. While ono more 
session remains, it is not improbable that 
Sir John will, as he did in 1882, bring on 
the elections before tho expiration of the 

' term of the present house of commons. 
One reason tho liberals Rive for auoh a 
uupposition ia that if Mr. Moroier suc- 
ceeds in being ealled upon to form a gov- 
ernment, the influence of the local ad- 
ministration of Queboc would be lost to 
the liberal-conservative party. It ia not 
at all likely, however, that Mr. Meroior 
will succeed in his dosignB. At present 
it would seem that parties are fairly well 
divided in tho recently oleited house, 
with tho odds in favor of Mr. Robs' gov- 
ernment. Under such circumstances it 
1b unlikely that he will resign the seals of 
office. If a Dominion eleotion took place 
to morrow in Quebec there is little doubt 
that Sir John's government would coma 
out of the fray with a heavy following. In- 
deed it is aaid by the more moderate of the 
eastern independent press thut if the local 
elections were to be run over again on the 
■Bine issue* a vastly different result would 
be attained. However that may be, the 
Dominion executive may have good 
grounds for the dissolution of the houso 
before the expiration of its torm of office. 
In thut event there can be liitle doubt of 
the result. While the liberals are crow- 
ing over their successes in Quebec tho peo 
pie of Ontario regard with displeasure tho 
alliance between tho liberal party and the 
nationalist], Scarcely a single liberal 
leader failed to sond congratulations to 
the "avengers of Louis EUel." Mr. Mowat, 
premier of Ontario, did so, as well as Mr. 
Fielding, the loader of the Nova Scotia 
eecosaionists, and prominent Now Bruns- 
wick grits. Those who seem to think that 
Laugovin and Caron and Chapleau have 
lost their influence in Quebec will only 
find out their miaUko when tho Dominion 
elections shall have been fought. Ontario, 
always loyal to the crown, will send tho 
eonuervative party back to power with a 
larger majority than they had in 1882. The 
"raoe and revenge" cry. initiated by the 
grits for their advantage in Quebec, will 
prove a boomerang which in Ontario will 

' locoil upon tho men who by their congratu- 
lations and actionu have taken to their 
bosoms tho defenders and "avengers" of 
**he basest of traitors. Ontario may be re- 
lied upon as "solid" for the cause of good 
government. The provinces by the sea 
will speak out bold!}' in dofenco of a govern- 
ment which at a trying time did its storn 
duty and has conserved the boat interests 
of tho peoplo at all times. It ia easy enough 
to "make tip a slate, " anybody can do that, 
and if we remember correctly the grits 
made up their "slate" before the genoral 
elections in 1882. We remember at that 
time reading tho predictions of tho grit 
press, which assured us that a "liberal tri- 
umph" would be the result of an 
appeal to tho people. And yet 
. they were swamped by such a 
majority as even the most sanguine con- 
servative did not expect. History will 
repeat itself should the general elections 
"occur this year. Manitoba may always 
ba oounted upon to swell Sir John's ma- 
jority, and British Columbia will send 
him its full contingent of six raemberi. 
Whether tho electorate is called upon to 
express its desires at the polls this year 
or next matters little as far as tho party 
of progress and true reform is concerned. 
That would be an ill day whan tho for- 
tunes of this fair young Dominion were 
entrusted to the hands of a body of "in- 
oapables" who enunciate no policy, have 
divided interests and are without a oapa- 
ble leader.

FRANCO-RUSSIAN AL- 
■ LIANCE. 



Prince Bismarck loses no opportunity 
of defining, in the clearest possible torms, 
the position of Germany in relation to 
European politics. An article in the 
North Gorman Gazette, explaining the 
nature of the alliance with Austro-Hun- 
gary, ia as significant in its beuring upon 
the present situation in the Balkans as 
was the imperial chancellor's recent de- 
claration respecting the possibility of a 
Franco-Russian combination. Any menace 
io European peace and the public safety 
which has the warrant of Prince EJis - 
marck's fenrs and anxieties will not bo 
dismissed by any reasonable person with- 
out ample consideration and inquiry. But 
ia this contingency of an alliance, of 
course for offensive purposes, between 
France and Russia a real or an imaginary 
danger? If an infraction of tho general 
peace depends on nothing more likely to 
occur than a Franco-Russian offensive 
alliance, we may all sleep in peace for a 
considerable timo to come. It takes two, 
it is said, to make a quarrel; and it like- 
wise takes two to make an offensive 
alliance. The French people would be 
the first and ftha most eager to allow 
that if an alliance with Russia would help 
them to wreak their vengence on the via- 
tors of 1870, to invest and enter Berlin, and 
to recover Alsace and Lorraine, they would 
ratify it blindfold. Hut there is no nation, 
no Htate, no government with which Franco 
wonld riot strike a similar bargain, Every- 
body una known that (or tho past lifteon 
years, and Prince Bismarck does not add to 
our information, or to our understanding 
of the European situation, when ho tolls us 
that France keeps its eyes fixed on Ger- 
many, and that Germany must, therefore, 
keep ita oyea tixod on France. Tho ques- 
tion is not whether Franco would make an 
alliance with Bnssla for tho purpose of 
chastising Germany, but whether Russia 
would do bo, and, furthermore, whether 
»uU' ' I'uihauce would secure the object 
contemplated by it. The policy of "local- 
izing" war baa been ono of tho aims and 
devices lo'f modern statesmanship; but tho 
aim has not been very successful, and it hf.s 
almost invariably boon found, so far, that a 
local war, after it has reached a cortain 
ntage, must bo stopped, or it 
•will infallibly ripen into a genoral 
•war. But no ono has ever pretended that 
tho interests and relations of 'great statos 
oan be localised, and Russia and Franco 
could not possibly enter into an alliance 
with each other as against Germany with- 
out thoir relations with other states being 
thereby modified, Moreover, how would 
suck a compact be brought about?. It 
could not be struck without some osten- 
sible cause or excuse, and if two Great 
Powers woro wantonly to combine for tho 
sako of trying to destroy somo other Groat 
Power, other status would take alarm, 
and would regard such act as a direct con- 
spiracy and menace against themselves 
likewise. Tho motive would have to be 
loss apparent, and the occasion moro nat- 
ural. But wo think anybody would find 
it difficult to suggust the opportunity 
which would bring France and Russia to- 
gothor against Germany without at the 
same tirno bringing to tho side of Ger- 
many powerful and oaroest allios. 



The Indian Question. 

To tuk Editor;— Bishop Cridgo, in a 
lotto/ to your journal, has expressed his 
opinion as to the right of the Indians to 
the soil they have occupied for oenturies, 
an opinion uot intended to bo an exposi- 
tion of the law of England with regard 
to the Indian title and the old policy, but 
an opinion founded on common sense and 
principles of justice. Tho nations of Eur- 
ope by superior force, and not by right, 
have made a law unto themselves with 
reforeuce to the rigltta of tho inhabitants 
of lands thoy have discovered. England 
aud other nations discover an island or a 
continent inhabited by a people they, 
from their standpoint, call barbarians, 
and by reason of their superior force and 
the weakness of the so-called barbarians, 
they take possession of their country, and 
out of Christian charity they allow them 
to ocoupy a part of it. Where does the 
Christian charity commence 1 Is it in fust 
knocking a man down and robbing him 
because you are civilized and Christian, 
and your victim is not, and thon 
out of Christian charity giving him 
back tho smallest possible portiou of his 
own goads — which were taksn by force. 
This is tho law of England as oxpoundod 
by eminent counsel, as quoted by Mr, 
Drake in his letter of yesterday, in which 
ho censures Bishop Cridge for his opinions 
and saya "that ho cannot help thinking 
that the publication at this juncture of 
such views as are contained in that letter 
is nothing more than an active oncourugu- 
raent to the Indians to resist a peaceable 
settlement of what has been a cuntinual 
aourco of expense and trouble to the pro- 
vince." Now, sir, I would like to aBk 
which is most likely to engender feelings 
of discontent and revenge in the lndiun 
mind — to be told by Bishop Cridgo that 
they have rights in and to tho country 
which they and thoir ancostors have occu- 
pied for centuries, or to" be told by Mr. 
Drake on the authority of counsel, how- 
ever eminent, that they have no right or 
title, and that the portions of their own 
country Bet apart fur them by those who 
took possession of their country ia theirs 
only by charity and clemency and uot by 
a shadow of right 

I am not a lawyer aud I therefore ask 
the question, Ia not the law in very many 
cases founded on custom, and although 
European nations in their colonial policy 
made unto themaelveH a lnw for claiming 
and holding discovered inhabited lands by 
force if necessary, yet what has been the 
custom even iu the (now antiquated) legal 
opinions quoted by Mr. Drake, iu sup- 
port of tho exclusive right of title 
in tho crown, tho following will 
be found: "Though it hath beeu, 
and still is, the usual practice of all pro- 
prietors (sovereigns) to give their Indians 
some recompense for fAeir land (it will bo 
seen that tho laud ia here called their land — 
iuudvertently, uo doubt, those words of 
truth slipped in), aud so seem to purohaso 
it from them, yet that is uot doue for want 
of sufficient title from the king or prince 
who hath tho right of discovery, but out of 
prudence and Christian charity least other- 
wise tho Indians might have destroyed tho 
first planters who are usually too few to 
defend themselves, or refuKO all commerce 
or conversation with tho planters, and there- 
by all hopes of converting them to tho 
Christian faith would be lost." I Bay, then, 
if recompense has beeu tho usual custom for 
200 yoai's, ia it not now the law? 

I ask any common parson to imagine 
what the effect must be, and what evils 
havo taken place in trying to enforce a 
law founded on tho principle of might 
here laid down. 

We are told that out of prudenco and 
oharity thoy are paid for their land. 
"Thoir land" must mean the Indians own 
land. The charity it. will be observed was 
not for the Indians but for the planters 
who might be too few to defend them- 
selves — and lest the Indians should re- 
fuse to trade — so that Christian rulers 
from the actual fear that the ludi his were 
too powerful for the early colon iats and 
not the gains of the colonists or 
planters should ba lessened by the Indians 
not trading with thein havo of their 
Christian bounty paid them for their own 
lands — and on these noble and disinter- 
ested principles of justice is founded tho 
law of England afiecting the colonial 
policy. 

I think I am oorrrct in stating that the 
law quoted by Mr. Drake ia unwritten so 
far as being enacted by any imperial stat- 
ute, and is entirely the outcome of 
ignorant, and arbitrary expediency, 
of past ages. Since tho colo- 
nies took in hand the management 
of their own affairs, the governments of 
nearly every colony and ternt iry have 
come to the conclusion, whether from 
motives of fear or honeBty, that the 
original occupiora of tho Boil must be 
dealt with and their righto to those por- 
tions of the country not requisite for 
their actual use, they should bo invited 
to surrender by treaty fur a substantial 
consideration. In the United .States all 
the Indian nations have been settled 
with by treaty, and in lieu of the domain 
surrendered they receive annual allow- 
ance in food, clothing and, perhaps, 
money. Tho government of that country 
fully recognising that if tho food supply 
of the Indians is lessened by the Hettle 
meut of the whites on their former hunt- 
ing grouuds that it is the duty of the 
government to provide for thoir wants. 
Such a policy as this has been enjoined 
by imperial recommendation or proclama- 
tion on the older provinces of Canada, to 
which they have in nearly every case 
given effect. Wo havo only to look at the 
Indian policy of tho Dominion govern- 
ment in tho Northwest territory to 
bo satisfied that Indians have 
somo right and title to the soil 
thoy occupy, and that the opinions 
quoted by Mr. Drake, although law, have 
through custom become inoperative in 
tho light of the nineteenth century. The 
Dominion government has so fully and 
freely acknowledged tho chtitns of In- 
dians to the soil over which thoy roamed 
that they havo been most anxious that 
such claims should be surrendered by lu- 
gal treaty, as being necessary in the in- 
terokti of peace, good government and 
the settlement of tho country, and all tho 
tribos who havo "taken treaty" receive 
subsidies in money, food and clothing. 
Such a policy ia in perfect harmony with 
Bishop Cridgo's vie ws, becatiao they aro 
humane and just.

BULGARIA. 
Sofia, Oct, 30. — Gou. Kaulbars has 
issued an ultimatum to the Bulgorion gov- 
ernment. Ho complains that Russians in 
Bulgaria are maltreated and terrorized aud 
snys that if in three days ho does not receive 
a ciatisfaotory answer to his ultimatum, ho 
will rupture rotations with tho regency and 
leave Sofia, taking with him the whole per- 
sonal Russian consulate. The government 
sent a circular to the " various precincts, 
commanding them to adopt stringent meas- 
ures for their protection. A Russian copy 
of tho circular waa sent to KaulbarS*with a 
requoat that he furnish the names of tho 
Russians whom ho Hllegod hud boon mal- 
troatod. 

HUNGARY. 
Pkste, Oct. 30.— The budget for 1887 
wus laid before the lower house of the 
Hungarian diot to-day. Expenditures are 
placed at :100,400,021 tlorius, aud receipts 
at 338,358,095 tlorius. Tho defioit is 4,201,- 
541 florins in excess of that of lust year. 

GERMANY. 

Bebmn, Oct. '30.— Preparations for next 
year's elections for members of tho reioh- 
Btag aro actively proceeding. Efforts are 
being made towards effecting new group- 
ings of tho dilt'erent parties since the rocont 
declaration of leading principles of tho 
programme of the national liborals, which 
is to sever connection with the progressists 
and to support the government. Tho gov- 
ernment project has been disoussed for an 
alliance botweeu tho national liberals and 
the conservatives, to form u middle party 
essentially national uud government in 
character, aud hostile to the progressionists 
and to the centre party alike. 

Tho reports of inspectors of factories 
which have just been issuod stato that em- 
ployes in most of the factories work eleven 
hours daily, not reckoning over timo. With 
overtime workmen iu some districts, not- 
ably Dusseldorf, work from 3G to 48 hours 
at a stretch, though thoy are supposod to 
have liberty to louvu after 24 hours' work- 
ing. The usual hours of the better men in 
Dusseldorf are 12 and often 24 hours. Iu 
ilugdoburg artisans work 12 hours. In 
Hanover IU aud Amesburg 11 hours. Cot- 
ton spinners in 1'ottsduni and Frankfort on 
the Ode work 12 hours per day in winter 
aue It hours in summer. Steel ware aud 
iron apprentices in Duaseldorf often work 
sixteen hours daily. In Furth glans works 
men work Bix days unceasingly, except 
for a couple of hours, when they sleep on 
benches or on dirty straw stacks in tho 
comers of the workshops, aud tho genoral 
impression from tho reports is that thero 
is much overwork, had arrangement of 
hours, with hideous sanitary conditions. 

The Durtniudd tribunal has sentenced 
Herr Lensing, editor of tho Fremonie, to 
six months' imprisonment for an article 
appearing in hid paper in which he at- 
tacked Prince Bismarck ou his I'olish 
social and religious policies. Tho article 
iu question said that Prince Bismarck 
wanted to make the Germans happy in 
spite of themselves, and by methods that 
people reprobated. 

A sensation has been caaaed in Hanover 
by the suddon flight of an esteemed 
solicitor, Dr. Von Eartmon, who left 
many debts and who embezzled monies 
and securities to the amount of §200,000 
marks. Ho has gono to America. 

Dr. Deltind, who was arrested on a 
charge of high treason, has boon re- 
leased, 

Emporor William has given 1,000 
marks to tho fund for the Soheffel monu- 
ment. 

The diet of Saxe-Woimar has abolished 
tho law exempting those of military pro- 
fession from payment of communal taxes. 

The illness of King Otto, of Bavaria, 
has reached a criiis. It is rumored that 
he ia in a moribund condition from ex- 
haustion, brought on by tho fury of hiB 
mania.

HAWAII. 
Ran Fkanoihoo, Oot. 30. — The steamer 
Mariposa which arrived from Sydney and 
Honolulu to day, brings news of the re- 
| signation of the Hawaiian cabinet, and the 
appointment of a now cabinet. Tho re- 
signation of the cabinet was duo to the 
deleat on the HOth tilt. , of tho ministry's 
ainetidnioiit to a bill securing tho two mil- 
lion dollar loan recently authorised by 
the Hawaiian legislature. The effect of 
the amendment was to aeouro the payment 
of the §700, 000 previously loanod tho 
government by Oluus Spreckles. Owing 
to this action of the legislature Glaus 
Sprccklo3 has returned all his decorations 
to King Kalukua. In conversation to-day 
regarding tho action of the Hawaiian l«g- 
islaturo, John D. Sprecklos, son of Glaus 
Spreckles, said: "In effect tho aot of 
thu legislature waa one of repudiation bo- 
foro it was prorogued on tho 16th day of 
this month, and it passed tho loan bill 
with tho proviso making its payments 
come before our claims. Thu government 
owes us $0,000,000 for which wo hold 
bonds, and about $200,000 which my 
father advanced as book account to tido 
tho national treasury over a financial gulf. 
Our olaiins will bo paid, however, in spite 
of precedence given tho last loan. To mo 
this action looks liko a scheme to get con- 
trol of the islands. Tho loan Is to be 
floatod in England payment is soourou by 
mortgage* on tha Hawaiian rovenues. It 



is very poor security, for that government 
is notoriously bankrupt, and last year its 
expenditures exceeded income by fully 
$1,250,000. Tho result of this will be 
that tho loan cannot be paid. .England 
will insist upon payment, however, and 
will find it necessary to take possession of 
tho kingdom to secure the bondholders." 

FRIENDLY ISLANDS. 
San FranuISOO, Oct. 30. — Intelligence 
has boon received at Auckland, New 
Zealand, that on October 7th seven native 
villai/es wore destroyed by volcanic erup- 
tion onNiafer, Touquin group of Friendly 
Islands. Tho island has been visited by 
volcanic deposits. White island, in the 
bay of Plenty, is in a atUo of active 
oruption. A vast column of smoke is 
seen ascending from tho island to a height 
of a thousand feet. 

UNITED STATES. 
Louisville, .Ky, Oat. 30, — News of a 
terrible orinio comes from the neighbor- 
hood of Monticello, Ky. , where a brother 
and BiBter were- brutally murdered. Grant 
Prowitt went to tho house where Jarvia 
Buck and his sister and her little son 
lived. After supper Tuesday night thoy 
enticed Buck intj the mountains, where 
ho and two mm named Bill Jones and 
Bill Simpson killed Buck, whose head 
was almost aovored from his body. 
Prewitt and Jones then went to the house, 
and seizing tho woman, cut her throat 
from oar to ear and crushed her Bkuil 
with a washboard. Tho boy escaped end 
gave tho alarm. A posse pursued and 
captured Prowitt, who confoased and said 
ho had boon hired to do tho murder by 
Jones. Buck sold a horse, and the ob- 
ject was robbery. Throe men are under 
arrest, and there is great excitement over 
tho affair. 

Wilke.hbarbb, Pa., Oct. 30. — A double 
tragedy occurred this afternoon at the 
Belnet slope of W. (i. Payuo & Go. 'a ool- 
liery, near Kingston, Win. Moses, one 
of the oldest mining engineers in Luzorne 
county, was ou duty at this colliery.

To tub Editor: — My friend of many 
years standing, Archibald McKinlay, of 
Lac la Hache, or Axolako, B, C., desires 
tho following corrections, as to what ap- 
peared about him, and his, in your issue 
of October 8th. 1880, from the pen of 
your "traveling correspondent." 

Mr. McKinlay 's age is soventy tive, not 
eighty. He did lose money by supplying 
guns and blankets to tho Oregon volun- 
teers, but his "financial ruin," so ho ex- 
presses it, was principally caused by tho 
great overflow of the Willamette river, 
in December, 1861. When Mr. M. ceased 
connection with the Hudson Bay Go. he 
ranked as a chief trador, not as a chief 
factor. 

Tho discovornr of the mica mine is 
named .lames, no* Jack McKinlay. Ho 
is now the owner of the farm, is a good 
shot, and has devoted part of the last 
four summers to prospeoting in tho moun- 
tains, northeast of Axolaku valley. Mr. 
M.'s three younger tone aro not trappers 
nor hunters. They are steady ranchmen, 
farming, dairying, haymaking, and stick- 
feeding, as the seasons revolve, betimes 
getting baskotfuls of lino trout from tha 
loch for home use.

The Columbian in an article devoted to 
the above, favoring the construction of 
road, has the following: "Railways fur 
ths express purpose of carrying local traf- 
fics are of vast importance to iho country.
